& even this daye puttan end to my Militarie Labours : I render thanks 
unto the Lord of Hoaſts, who hath given mee health, wiſedome, and un- 
derſtanding to performe this laborious worke-. And eternally bleſſed be 
his glorious name, who by the eye of his divine providence, and under the 
Shaddowe of his wings , hath preſerved mee f 42 {pace of rwo and fortie 
yeares through many dangers: and though I have bin preſent in many hotr 
ſervices in this Land : yet he hath nor given the Ennemy ſo much power, 
as to draw one drop of bloode from mee». And now this being the laſt 
worke-. It comes unto you, to defire your Patronage as a token and an ex- 
preſſion of my lone and reſpe& unto you both. Beſeeching the Almighty ro 
preſerve you, my Aunt your Mother, & all our familly in health, and hap- 
pineſſe, & hereafter to crowne youall with everlaſting bliſle reſting.

Charging and commanding by theſc , all Colonels,Caprains, and other Officers what. 
ſocver, to proceed againſt the Offendors hereof , and to ſee that the execution be ſtrily 
andduely performed , without any favour or connivence, according to the contents a« 
bovelaid, and the ſecond time to inform his Highnes thereof , to the end thar theſe Penal- 
tics, againſt Officers, Souldiers , and other Offendors (with the conſent of his Highneſſe) 
may be inflited upon them.
